He is now hold in custody, and will 
have tu stand his triad, Muanwhile the 
wounded men have heen faken to the 
Canton Missionary Society's Hospital at 
Kukfau, where their wounds have heen 
attended to and where they will be well 
looked after.

. Forgotten Bago in History, 


- The ‘Jollowing is from a Rangoon con- 


temporary: A. hundred and fifty years 
ago a great Chineso goheral named Hka 
Nung Gawn forced his way into the 
Kachin Hills, then regurded as Burmese 
territory, The Burmans had for a long 
time sont up annual expeditions to collect 
taxes from tho Kachina, » work necomplish- 
ed with oharacteristic Oriental eruelty. 
Tho Kaching were poor and had no money 
to give, 60 the Burmans toro off braco- 
lots, neoklaces,—anything in tho line 
of ornaments on which they could lay 
hands, sparing neither mon, women nor 
childron; This in timo became unbear- 
able, and one of the strongest Kachia 
chiefs rose in rebellion.. Supported by 
soveral tribes he succeeded in keoping tho 
Burmans away from the hills, but they 
took revenge whenever a- Kachin dared to 
show himsolf on the-plains. , At this 
juncturo the Knchins “wéleomed the 
Chinese, who at Mauzo built n great fort 
avd mainteined a respectable force with 
of Bhamo: and 
Kwang Dung, then the two lnrgest bazaars 
in this part of Burma, The stra 

hold became a standing eyesore to tho 
Burnians. The Chinese would mount 
their biggost guns in the most*conspicuons 
pluces and fire ayay in defiance of tho 
Barnmese, twenty miles away. Uf courso 
nobody was hurt, but it had the desired 
eifect, and the Burmans found it safcat 
to keep their distance, The ‘ brave” 
Chincso now grow holder, and o force 
of syveral hundred attacked and sacked 
‘aeveral Burntan and Shan pillages, eap- 
tured herds cE esttle and buffaloes and 
had a glorious feast. They used thoir 
swords to cut up the flesh, and having 
tezaled themselves, put their bloody and 
yory blades into their sheaths. Native 
liquor, and some say opium, soon lulled 


cuny-striking distance 


them to sleep, and this was their last. 
Tho Burmans were upon them hy midnight. 
Every drunkon soldier reached for his 
sword, only to find it impossible to detach 
t ifrom the scabbard, and each contributed 
a head to tho big pile at the place to this 
day callod Kawng Dung, ‘the place of 
heads.” Since then the stronghold has 
been desolate.
